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San Francisco Weighs Corruption Reform 
— Will It Work?

For the second time in six years, 
San Francisco is mired in a federal cor- 
ruption case that jeopardizes public trust 
in local institutions. What could change 
this time around? 

The FBI arrested Public Works Di- 
rector Mohammed Nuru twice in late 
January, once for alleged schemes to 
sway city contracts and the second for 
reneging on a deal to cooperate and 
keep quiet. Nuru faces up to 25 years 
in prison and resigned from his posi- 
tion on Monday. 

Nuru and restaurateur Nick Bovis 
are charged with one count of wire 
fraud for the alleged attempted bribery 
of an airport commissioner so Bovis 
could obtain a coveted lease. The 75- 
page FBI complaint pads the charge 
with a pattern of corruption, includ- 
ing a billionaire developer in China 
providing Nuru with an opulent trip 
and $2,000 bottle of wine to help with 
permitting for a project at 555 Fulton 
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St. A city contractor, identified by 
NBC Bay Area as former Public Works 
employee Balmore Hernandez, also al- 
legedly bribed Nuru with a tractor and 
did cheap or free work on the director’s 
vacation home while the Examiner 
revealed Bovis’ charity put money for 
needy kids toward lavishing Public 
Works. 

The ripples were immediate. After 
calling for the need for an indepen- 
dent investigation, supervisors Matt 
Haney, Gordon Mar, Hillary Ronen 
and Dean Preston began the process 
last week to hire a Robert Mueller-like 
special investigator. The supervisors 
specifically want to see a detailed 
review and recommendations about 
contract procedures, evaluate powers 
of city department heads, as well as 
the city’s whistleblower program for 
improvements including preventing 
retaliation toward employees reporting 
misbehavior. 

“This is clearly something broken 
beyond the actions of a single person 
and we should be looking at those 
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broader systems,’ Haney told SF Week- 
ly. “We need to shine a lot of sunlight 
and bring in outside investigators to 
both restore the public trust and root 
out corruption.” 

Haney also announced on Tuesday 
plans for a charter amendment for 
November to split street cleaning 
responsibilities from Public Works 
and to restructure the department. 
Public Works manages the city’s infra- 
structure and has no commission or 
oversight body. Nuru and others in the 
department wielded more power than 
other officials and have withstood cries 
of abuse around homeless encamp- 
ment sweeps, which Mayor London 
Breed denies the city has done despite 
plenty of evidence to the contrary, that 
trash people’s only belongings. 

Mayor London Breed directed the 
City Attorney’s Office — led by past 
Nuru critic Dennis Herrera — and the 
Controller’s Office to launch a joint 
investigation into contracts at Public 
Works, San Francisco International 
Airport, and the Transbay Joint Pow-

ers Authority, where Nuru served as 
the board chairman. 

But Jon Golinger, a political observ- 
er who teaches election law at Golden 
Gate University, is concerned with the 
executive power over those positions, 
or what will be done with their find- 
ings. 

Golinger supports an independent 
investigator but also thinks it could be 
time to revive discussions to create a 
voter-elected inspector general or pub- 
lic advocate office whose sole task is 
to keep the city government in check. 
Anyone with a connection to people 
in the complaint should recuse them- 
selves in resolving the matter, he says. 

“What’s truly shocking is that no 
one in San Francisco City Hall did any- 
thing about it and that it took the fed- 
eral government to step in and devote 
significant resources,’ Golinger says. 

San Francisco’s last corruption 
scandal hails from the not-so-distant 
past of 2014, when an FBI investiga- 
tion into Chinatown gangster Ray- 
mond “Shrimp Boy” Chow yielded the 





arrests of state Sen. Leland Yee and 
political consultant Keith Jackson on 
bribery charges related to then-newly 
elected Mayor Ed Lee’s campaign debt. 
It quietly ended in April 2019, when 
former Human Rights Commission 
staffer Zula Jones pleaded no contest 
to felony bribery and Jackson pleaded 
no contest to two misdemeanor counts 
for making a campaign contribution 
of more than $500 in someone else’s 
name. 

By then, another expansive and 
expensive FBI investigation involving 
wiretaps and undercover agents was 
already underway to focus on Nuru. 

Split appointments, where the 
Board of Supervisors and Mayor’s Of- 
fice each get a say in who sits on what 
board, and term limits is another ap- 
proach Golinger advocates to balance 
power — something Peskin, Preston, 
and Haney told SF Weekly they are in 
favor of. 

As of yet, there seem to be little 
public hints of change or specific com- 
mitments from the institutions tasked 
with keeping city employees in check. 
But, as Mission Local’s Joe Eskenazi 
points out, there’s new District At- 
torney Chesa Boudin outside the city 
family who ran as a disruption to the 
status quo. His office has a public in- 
tegrity unit, which spokesperson Alex 
Bastian urges to contact at 415-553- 
9535 with any information. 

The uncertainty of other shoes to 
drop makes it harder to fully assess the 
problem before hammering out the full 
set of solutions, Golinger and supervi- 
sors say. Peskin acknowledges that San 
Francisco is both the “Wild West” with 
little stringent accountability but that 
people also make honest mistakes and 
agrees a better method is needed to 
inform rules and procedures. 

“I want to make sure we don't do it 
in an impulsive manner,’ Peskin says. 
“Before we go and do political postur- 
ing, let’s get it right.”

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Identifying 
liability in 
an officer- 
involved 
accident

This week’s column focuses on a 
recent incident about which we have re- 
ceived a number of inquiries. On Sept. 
18, a Redwood City police officer en 
route to a reported crime scene lost 
control of his patrol vehicle and struck 
a pedestrian standing in the median of 
El Camino Real, as well as two other 
cars approaching from the opposite di- 
rection. The pedestrian was hospital- 
ized with critical injuries. Readers have 
reached out wondering who bears re- 
sponsibility when an officer-involved 
accident results in serious injury. 


In general, the California Vehicle 
Code (CVC) regulations apply to

all drivers, whether or not they are 
acting in a law enforcement or other 
public capacity. However, an excep- 
tion provided in CVC Section 21055 
applies when an authorized emergen- 
cy vehicle is either: (1) responding 

to an emergency call or fire alarm; 

(2) engaged in rescue operations; or 
(3) in immediate pursuit of an actual 
or suspected violator of the law. In 
any of these situations, emergency 
vehicle drivers are required to warn 
the public with red lights visible from 
the front of their vehicles and, when 
reasonably necessary, activation of 
sirens. This exception is designed to 
ensure emergency vehicles a clear and 
speedy pathway when the risks to the 
public from an emergency outweigh 
the risks to the public from the emer- 
gency vehicle’s haste. 


Municipalities may also establish 
general orders” governing local 
practices for handling emergency 
vehicle responses in line with CVC 
requirements. For instance, Redwood 
City Police Department’s General 
Order 316.4 further requires officers 
to “reduce speed at all street intersec- 
tions to such a degree that they shall 
have complete control of the vehicle” 
and to “elect to respond to the call 
without the use of red lights and 
siren at the legal speed limit” where 
the officer judges that violating traffic 
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laws would present an unreasonable 
risk given present road and traffic 
conditions. 


When an officer is sued for per- 
sonal injuries or property damage 
resulting from a vehicular accident, 
CVC Section 21055 may be raised 
as an affirmative defense, meaning 
an officer may avoid liability if they 
can prove every element of the ex- 
ception. Such a legal determination 
depends heavily on the facts of a 
particular case. However, the defense 
will generally not apply if the officer: 
(1) neither received information to 
justify an emergency response nor 
reasonably determined from observa- 
tion that such a response was neces- 
sary; (2) failed to warn the public by 
illuminating a red light visible from 
the front of their vehicle and, if rea- 
sonably necessary, activating a siren; 
(3) failed to drive with due regard for 
public safety given the extraordinary 
circumstances; or (4) exercised their 
emergency privileges “arbitrarily,” 
which courts have interpreted to 
mean acting either with knowledge 
that serious injury will probably re- 
sult or with wanton or reckless disre- 
gard of the possible consequences. 


In the case of the Sept. 18 crash, 
it appears that the officer was dis- 
patched pursuant to a legitimate 
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emergency, namely reports of a home 
invasion. However, the affirmative 
defense still may not apply if a court 
finds any of the other three condi- 
tions to exist. For example, it is not 
clear from available video footage 
whether the officer’s vehicle was 
operating the minimum required 
forward facing red light, or siren if 
conditions are found to warrant one. 
It is also unclear why the officer lost 
control of the vehicle and, given such 
a result, whether he would be found 
to have been driving with due regard 
for public safety. The narrative initial- 
ly offered by the Redwood City Police 
Department relies on a finding of 
wet, slippery road conditions. Howev- 
er, as stated above, the Department’s 
own General Order requires officers 
to use sound judgment, including 
taking road conditions into account, 
when considering their manner of 
response to an emergency. The De- 
partment has turned investigation 

of the accident over to the California 
Highway Patrol. 


Employers are generally liable for 
the negligence of employees acting 
within the “scope and course” of their 
employment. Therefore, if the officer 
is found to have acted negligently, 
the city of Redwood City can be held 
responsible for any injuries caused 
and forced to pay for legal damages. 
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However, if a court finds the officer to 
have acted with knowledge or wanton 
and reckless disregard that serious 
injury will probably result, this level 
of culpability may be found to be 
outside the “scope and course” of his 
employment, relieving the city of em- 
ployer liability. 


The city may also be found liable 
for the legal damages involved in 
this accident if it is found to have 
resulted from a vehicle defect anda 
court finds the Department failed to 
properly maintain, inspect, or repair 
the patrol car. If the car is found to 
have been defective upon purchase, 
the manufacturer and dealer may also 
bear responsibility under a products 
liability theory.

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Legislators Across California Try to 
The Housing Crisis 


After the failure of SB 50 for another year, here are some bills that could make a difference in 2020.

There are not enough places here 
for people to live. 

“Here” can mean San Francisco, 
California, or the United States. All 
three have far too many homeless 
residents (i.e. any) and all three have 
done a piss poor job of solving the 
problem. Fixing the problem (instead 
of hiding or ignoring the problem) 
requires building more. Many people 
have had many ideas about how to go 
about doing so. The most recent signif- 
icant stab at something approaching a 
solution was Senate Bill 50, legislation 
authored by State Senator Scott Wie- 


ner, which would have required cities 
to build denser housing near transit. 
Lots of stakeholders had strong opin- 
ions about the bill, one way or another. 
Some affordable housing advocates 
saw the bill as a good way to get 

more units built, period. Some critics 
thought it would increase the risk of 
gentrification in some areas. The bill 
died recently, failing to pass by just a 
few votes. Because of its scope, it was 
one of the more ballyhooed housing 
bills in recent memory. With SB 50 
down and out for another year, what’s 
a body got to look forward to on the 
housing front in 2020? 


It’s a big problem 


A 2016 report by consulting firm McK- 
insey & Company estimated that Cal- 
ifornia should build 3.5 million more 
homes by 2025. While not everyone 
agrees with this projection, it’s become 
a commonly enough cited number that 
Governor Gavin Newsom made it part 
of his administration’s goals. Making 
more houses has proven particularly 
difficult in San Francisco, where the 
UC Berkeley Terner Center for Housing 
Innovation estimates that it takes, on 
average, 3.8 years for a development 
of more than 10 units to get properly 
permitted. The same center estimates 
an average total development time of 
6.3 years. Suffice to say, nothing about 
the housing crisis is quick. 


State Senator 
Scott Wiener 

has introduced 
ambitious housing 
legislation each 

of the past three 
years. 
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Nick Josefowitz is the director of 


policy at SPUR, a San Francisco-based 
nonprofit think tank focused on urban 
planning. There’s no easy way out of 
the housing affordability crisis, he tells 
SF Weekly. The failure of Wiener’s SB 
50 was disappointing. 

“It was the type of bold step that 
we needed to take as a state andasa 
region to start making progress on... 
the housing affordability crisis,” Jose- 
fowitz says. “We have, as a region, not 
built enough housing to house the peo- 
ple that live here for over a generation. 
So it’s unrealistic to expect that we can 
just snap our fingers and get out of it.” 

With the death of SB 50, it’s back 
to the drawing board for Wiener, for 





whom housing reform is still a prior- 
ity. Wiener noticed the housing crisis 
when he first moved to San Francisco 
in 1997. He continued to run into in- 
direct and direct manifestations of the 
problem over the next few years, he 
tells SF Weekly. 

“When I got involved at the neigh- 
borhood level,” he says, “there was one 
project that was entirely within zoning 
[regulations]. It went through 50 — 
five zero — community meetings. 

It took three to four years to get ap- 
proved. Why are we doing it this way? 
Why are we making it so hard?” 

It’s hard to pass meaningful hous- 
ing legislation in San Francisco, and it’s 
hard to pass at the state level as well. 
While experts say an “us versus them” 
dynamic is not accurate (or helpful), 
California’s sheer size can make it hard 
for lawmakers to build consensus, as 
the variation in priorities from the 
largest cities to smallest towns can 
be great. A look at some housing leg- 
islation trying to make its way to the 
governor's desk shows lawmakers from 
both Northern and Southern Califor- 
nia trying to make a dent in the crisis. 


SB 773 

This bill, authored by State Senator 
Nancy Skinner (D-Berkeley), corrects 
some problems with accessory dwelling 
unit (ADU) laws passed last year. 


SB 795 

Authored by Jim Beall (D-San Jose), this 
would create a redevelopment agen- 
cy-like fund for local governments. 


AB 725 

This bill, from Assemblymember Buffy 
Wicks (D-Oakland), would require cer- 
tain jurisdictions to zone some areas for 
homes aimed at middle class residents. 


AB 953 

ADUs are an attractive part of the hous- 
ing crisis solution because there are lots 
of folks that would like to build an ADU 
on their property. Unfortunately, the 
permitting process can be lengthy and 
expensive. AB 953, by Phil Ting (D-San 
Francisco), would streamline the permit- 
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ting process: If a local agency hasn’t said 
boo about your ADU application in 60 
days, consider it approved. 


AB 1279 

Imagine SB 50, but affecting only “high- 
source areas’ (read: rich neighborhoods) 
and with smaller buildings than pro- 
posed in Wiener’s bill. That’s roughly 
what Asseumblymember Richard Bloom 
(D-Santa Monica) wants to accomplish 


with this bill. 


AB 1905 

Assemblymember David Chiu’s (D-San 
Francisco) bill would get rid of a tax de- 
duction for homeowners’ mortgages on 


houses they own other than their pri- 
mary residence (i.e. vacation homes). 


AB 2058 

This bill, from Assemblymember Jesse 
Gabriel (D-San Fernando Valley), would 
give tax breaks to owners of affordable 
housing developments if they keep them 
as affordable housing.

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about future housing legislation ef- 
forts, but did tell SF Weekly that he and 
his office are working on something 
that would make it easier for churches 
and charitable institutions to build af- 
fordable housing on their excess land. 

In San Francisco, Mayor London 
Breed has decided to take another stab 
at increasing the amount of affordable 
housing in San Francisco. You may 
remember the mayor from previous 
housing adventures like last summer, 
where she sparred with the Board of 
Supervisors about affordable housing 
for teachers. 

Her newest proposal would change 
the entitlement process, making it

easier for projects that are either 100 
percent affordable housing or that 
have 15 percent more affordable units 
than otherwise required by the city. 
The measure needs 50,000 signatures 
by July 6 to appear on the November 
2020 ballot. Josefowitz sees this as the 
kind of bold step that could help make 
a difference in the housing crisis. 

“This measure goes to the very root 
of the problem and changes the [city] 
charter to make it easier to build hous- 
ing,” he says. 

The housing crisis won't get solved 
quickly, but at least legislators and 
politicians like Breed have glommed on 
to the fact that it’s a major problem for 
their constituents. 

“It’s a problem that at its core is 
man made,” Josefowitz says. “We have, 
over decades, put in place the barriers 
and the walls that are preventing us 
from being able to deliver enough 
housing that’s affordable for the Bay 
Area. We don't have to accept that. We 
can change that, we can create a differ- 
ent future.”

Like other iconic landmarks, Salesforce Tower will become normal. Until then, people are still making dick jokes about it on social media.

Every Sunday, Stone and Nikki 
Melet catch a breath of fresh air by going 
for a hike in the Presidio or Lands End. 
But a few years ago, they began to realize 
that something from the city was follow- 
ing them wherever they went, continu- 
ally popping into their line of vision and 
finding a way to insert itself into every 
vista and overlook. 

It was Salesforce Tower — or, more 
precisely, the tip of Salesforce Tower. 
There it was, peeking through the 
clouds; there it was, poking through 
the treeline. The Melets saw it so often 
that they developed a catchphrase for 
it: “Just the tip,” Nikki says. “Tt does 
look very phallic, you know.” 

An idea began to germinate in their 
minds of crowdsourcing photos of 
the tip from different vantage points 
across the Bay Area and posting them 
on a tongue-in-cheek website called 
Just the Tip. The project was in line 
with the funny, quirky, entrepreneurial

spirit that Stone, 47, and Nikki, 45, 
share. Both originally from the Mid- 
west, Stone, a small-business owner, 
and Nikki, a physician’s assistant, have 
lived in San Francisco for the past 20 
years, riding the ebbs and flows of the 
city. 

“We saw the crazy lavish parties” at 
the height of the dot-com boom “turn 
into pink slip parties, where people 
were just trying to get jobs,” Stone 
says. 

With the development of Salesforce 
Tower, it was clear that San Francisco 
was on the cusp of another tech wave. 
The Melets launched Just the Tip SF, 
comprised of a website and Instagram 
account, in mid-2018, a few months 
after the tower opened. Over 1,000 
photos have since been submitted 
to the website, and the Instagram 
account has gained nearly 3,000 fol- 
lowers. Even Marc Benioff, the CEO of 
Salesforce, once tweeted a link to the 
website before deleting it. 

Scrolling through Just the Tip’s 
website and Instagram feed is at once 


captivating and disorienting. There’s 

a grainy shot of the tower tip looming 
over the Richmond District. A stun- 
ning photograph of the tip surrounded 
by fluffy pink clouds at sunrise. A 

man lying on the ground so the tower 
is aligned with his groin. A pixelated 
picture of the tip peeking through the 
spokes of the Golden Gate Bridge. 

The photos — ominous, beautiful, 
ironic, ambivalent — seem to capture 
a mood, a feeling, about Salesforce 
Tower that is difficult to articulate 
otherwise. Just the Tip was conceived 
primarily as a humorous project, some- 
thing that would make people laugh. 
But it’s also emerged as something 
more than that: a real-time catalogue 
of people’s reactions as they grapple 
with this new addition to their city and 
what it represents. 

“People don’t like change much, and 
this was a big change,” Nikki says. “It 
was kind of shocking, dropping this 
phallic skyscraper in the middle of the 
city. It changes the entire skyline — 
it’s no longer the TransAmerica Pyra- 
mid and Coit Tower. It’s like, here we 
are. We are tech. This is San Francisco 
now.” 

Salesforce Tower isn’t the only San 
Francisco building to have a humorous 
Instagram account devoted to it. There 
is, for example, an Instagram account 
featuring the TransAmerica Pyramid 
tip from vantage points across the city. 
But none of these accounts seem to 
have gained as much traction as Just 
the Tip. 

On one level, this has to do with 
height. At 1,070 feet, Salesforce Tower 
is the tallest building in San Francisco 
and the second-tallest building west of 
the Mississippi. You tevete can’t help 
but see it. On another level, this has 
to do with the sheer comic potential of 
the tower’s shape, which many agree 
is identical to that of a giant phallus. 
(If you don’t believe me, just search 
“Salesforce Tower phallic” on Twitter, 
or any other search engine, for that 
matter.) 

There are two reasons why Sales- 
force Tower “inherently has more of a 
phallic appearance than most buildings 
have,” says Mitchell Schwarzer, a pro- 
fessor of visual studies at the Califor- 
nia College of the Arts and author of 
the 2006 book Architecture of the San 


Francisco Bay Area. “The smoothness of 
the building is one factor — each floor 
looks the same. And two, it tapers up 
to that 100-foot top that lights up at 
night and looks like an uncircumcised 
penis.” 

Although the initial reaction to 
Salesforce Tower was “largely nega- 
tive,” Schwarzer says he doesn’t think 
it’s necessarily due to the phallic shape. 
Instead, he says, it’s because people are 
resistant to change. 

“Because San Francisco preserved 
a large part of its old residential fabric 
— the Victorians and the Edwardians 
— and it looks distinct because of its 
hills and topography, it looks different 
than other American cities,” he says. 
“And because of that, people fall in love 
with it and develop a certain image of 
it,’ which makes it hard for them to 
adapt when that image changes. 

Many iconic buildings that seem 
inseparable from the fabric of the city, 
like the TransAmerica Pyramid or the 
former Bank of America Center at 555 
California St., were “extremely disliked 
at first,” Schwarzer says. “And now, 
they’re an immediate identifier of San 
Francisco, because over time people 
have seen them in movies and photo- 
graphs and got used to them in person. 
Probably the same thing will happen 
with Salesforce Tower, but it will take 
another 10 to 20 years.” 

The Melets have already sensed a 
shift in public perspective. Many of 
their early Instagram posts were inun- 
dated with negative comments about 
the tower, with people writing things 
like, “It’s an eyesore!” Nikki says. But 
now, many of the Instagram photo 
submissions she receives are “more 
positive and artsy.” 

“People have gone through the pro- 
cess of denial and anger and accepted 
it now,’ she says. 

Part of this acceptance will entail 
an acceptance of the tech industry’s 
unprecedented dominance in the Bay 
Area — Salesforce is San Francisco’s 
largest private employer — and all 
the things, good and bad, that come 
with it. 

There are, however, different archi- 
tectural models of tech dominance, 
and Schwarzer prefers Salesforce 
Tower to the sprawling, “entirely pri- 
vatized” suburban tech campuses of 
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Apple and Facebook. “Td rather have 
tech towers that are relatively accessi- 
ble and part of the city fabric,” he says, 
pointing out that the tower lobby is 
open to the public, as is the adjacent 
Salesforce Park. Salesforce also gives 
free monthly tours of the tower’s Oha- 
na Floor on the 61“ and highest story. 

For her part, Nikki has grown to 
appreciate aspects of Salesforce Tower, 
and finds herself looking forward to 
seeing what videos or artwork will be 
featured on the tip’s LED display each 
night. 

She also likes that Just the Tip has 
become an outlet for San Francisco's 
creativity and humor to shine through. 
“Politics isn’t the takeaway,” she says. 
“We want people to have fun with it.” 

And they are. Users have suggested 
the Melets expand their website and 
Instagram account and begin featuring 
building tips in other cities. Just the 
Tip, though, isn’t a profitable business 
— it’s just a fun side project, albeit one 
into which the Melets have invested 
$1,500. 

“But we would like to add all sorts 
of embellishments and develop the 
website more, Stone says one day over 
lunch. He sits there for a moment, 
thinking, and then turns to his wife, 
eyes wide. “We should have a tip jar! 

It never occurred to me until this mo- 
ment. Leave a tip! How do we not have 
a tip jar?” He’s overjoyed by the unin- 
tentional pun. 

“That’s kind of weird, to ask people 
for money,’ Nikki says, but she’s laugh- 
ing too. “Doesn't Wikipedia do that?” 

“Yes, but that’s a public service,” 
Stone says. 

“This is a public service,’ Nikki 
says. As proof, she shows me a recent 
Instagram picture, in which someone 
dressed up as the tip of Salesforce 
Tower — just the tip — for Halloween. 
The post has 354 likes and eight com- 
ments, all of which are positive.

At last week’s invitation-only 
opening of the “Orlando” art exhibit in 
San Francisco, people were murmuring 
about Tilda Swinton, wondering if the 
star actress would attend and speak 
about the show she originally curated for 
a New York run. Swinton starred in the 
1992 movie of the same name, portray- 
ing a gender-switching member of Brit- 
ish royalty, and the “Orlando” art exhibit 
also centers on gender switching — this 
time using photographs from different 
artists whom Swinton chose in conjunc- 
tion with Aperture, the New York gallery 
and publishing concern that specializes 
in photography and published a special 
“Orlando” issue last year. 

“T hope she shows up,” said one 
art-goer of Swinton, speaking amid 
the crowd of people who came to see 
“Orlando” at the McEvoy Foundation 
for the Arts. In the end, Swinton was a 
physical no-show, said to be overseas 
— either working on another film or at 
her home in the United Kingdom. But 
Swinton was essentially present at the 
San Francisco opening in her choices 
of photos, and in the essay she wrote 
that greeted visitors to the exhibit, 
in which Swinton says she now sees 
Virginia Woolf’s original Orlando — 
which inspired the 1992 movie — as

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being much more than a novel about 
gender. “I have come to see Orlando,” 
Swinton says, “as a story about the life 
and development of a human striving 
to become liberated entirely from the 
constructs of prescriptive (tired old 
binary) gender or social norms of any 
kind.” 

So class and heredity are subtexts 
for Swinton, and even ideas around na- 
tionality. But it’s gender fluidity that’s 
the foremost theme in “Orlando,” and 
the exhibit’s San Francisco run is a 
chance to see a series of large-format 
photos featuring Casil McArthur, a 
young male model who was formerly a 
woman. Collier Schorr’s photos show 
McArthur vulnerably in transition — 
first as a bare-breasted short-haired 
figure, then as someone with similar 
short hair but without mammary 
glands. Schorr photographs McArthur 
looking at her new male body in the 
mirror, with deep scars indicating the 
surgery that excised his breasts. Taken 
between 2015 and 2018, all seven im- 
ages have McArthur looking away from 
the camera, if ever so slightly. The pho- 
tos’ framing, along with McArthur’s 
pensive looks, suggest how seamless 
the transition was — that McArthur, 
like Swinton in Orlando, has physically 
transitioned but is otherwise prac- 
tically the same. “Same person. No 
difference at all. Just a different sex,”

Swinton’s character says in the movie, 
which she notes in the essay at McEvoy 
Foundation for the Arts. 

That essay is taken from Swinton’s 
longer piece in Aperture’s 2019 “Or- 
lando” issue, which ends with a large 
photo that has seemingly nothing to 
do with gender: Paul Strand’s 1954 
image of remote Scottish islands called 
the Outer Hebrides. No people are ap- 
parent in Strand’s striking black-and- 
white photo — just sand, grassland, 
mountains, and a flurry of clouds. 
Born in London, Swinton lives in Scot- 
land — and has often addressed a mild 
controversy of whether she considers 
herself British or Scottish, telling a me- 
dia outlet in 2018 that “I don’t quite 
believe the word British. I feel like 
it’s sort of a strictly for export term. 

I don’t really know what it means. I 
think it has something to do witha 
sort of political attitude.” 

Swinton’s public reckoning with 
her nationality is one reason it’s easy 
for the actress to link “Orlando” to 
subjects far beyond gender. And this 
focus on nationality is seen in the 
McEvoy exhibit with Paul Mpagi Sep- 
uya’s images of “Moors” — or Africans, 
who are featured in Woolf’s Orlando 
as vanquished people of past British 
colonization efforts. In one “Orlando” 
photo, Sepuya has fastened Orientalist 
images of Africans to a window pane, 


which lets the sun filter through and 
reduce the images’ clarity. The photo 
is an almost direct response to the 
opening line in Woolf’s Orlando, which 
celebrates gender fluidity but also 
Britain’s colonial legacy of violence: 
“He — for there could be no doubt of 
his sex, though the fashion of the time 
did something to disguise it — was in 
the act of slicing at the head of a Moor 
which swung from the rafters.” Sepuya, 
who often does projects around queer- 
ness and race, has said Orlando is “one 
of the most influential writings for me 
on the nature of portraiture.” 

Woolf's original book included 
actual portraits — photos that artist 
Carmen Winant uses to front bigger 
photos of Winant at a younger age, 
when she was cutting herself in the 
shower. Like Casil McArthur, Winant 
reveals her bare flesh and the cuts that 
indicate a deep vulnerability and a 
transition to something else. Winant 
is using Woolf’s work to come to terms 
with her own issues. There’s an explicit 
connection here, unlike with other 
artists in “Orlando,” who leave visitors 
guessing — just like Swinton did with 
movie-goers in Sally Potter’s movie 
rendition of Woolf’s celebrated novel. 


Sophie Calle’s Curtained Photos 
Curtains are a powerful visual aesthet- 
ic. They can be used to ensure privacy 
(as in hospital rooms), to create the 
impression of power (as with the Wiz- 
ard in The Wizard of Oz), and to instill 
an atmosphere of anticipation (as in 
Broadway openings). 

At Fraenkel Gallery, French artist 
Sophie Calle incorporates curtains that 
work as anticipatory shawls. Over a se- 
ries of her photos, Calle has placed felt 
curtains with words that are preludes 
and set-ups for the images beneath. 
Because Calle can be funny, some of 
the photos almost become punchlines 
— codas to the preceding joke, as in 
the image of Calle breast-feeding a 
baby that’s not hers, which follows this 
curtained wording: “Because I found 
a seven-word definition of me online: 
‘Sophie Calle, artist without child by 
choice.’ Out of sheer mischief, since 
one happens to be around.” Each cur- 
tained image at Fraenkel begins with 
the word “Because,” and when you 
lift up all the curtains — more thana

dozen in two rooms — you're remind- 
ed that Calle is always revealing as 
much about herself as she is about the 
quirky, poetic world at large. 


Yarrow Slaps Finds His Groove 
San Francisco artist Yarrow Slaps has 
said he paints “portraits of people that 
most look down on” and paints them 
“in a glorious peaceful manner,” and 
it’s true. The men and women who 
stare out from his canvases — often 
men and women of color — are going 
about their lives with both an every- 
dayness anda style that says they’re 
worth watching. At Guerrero Gallery, 
Slaps goes beyond this template — 
applying his colorful paint strokes to 
lionize such figures as basketball star 
Allen Iverson and rap artist Nipsey 
Hussle, who both became cultural 
icons across races. 

And Slaps turns his attention 
to the 2018 Lake Merritt incident 
involving “Barbeque Becky” (whose 
real name is Jennifer Schulte) and the 
African-Americans who were grilling in 
the park — creating not just an inter- 
pretive panorama of the afternoon in 
question but a whole layout preceding 
the painting, complete with an actual 
grill, lounge chairs, and a faux grassy 
area with a path. “Keep Pushin’,.” says 
the start of the path. Like Sophie Cal- 
le, Slaps has found a memorable way 
to build upon a single view. The view 
alone would have been worth it. But 
the build-out gives it an oomph — 
even a darkly funny one — that makes 
the view even more rewarding.

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Mamahuhu May 
Mean So-So, but 
this Chinese 
American 
Restaurant Is 
Anything But

Mamahuhu is curiously titled. The 
name, translated from Chinese, means 
so-so at best and careless at worst. (“How 
are you doing today?” “Eh, mamahuhu.”) 
But it’s the moniker for Brandon Jew’s 
(of Mister Jiu’s, the Michelin-starred 
restaurant in Chinatown) latest venture, 
a Chinese-American takeout joint in the 
inner Richmond. 

There’s definitely nothing careless 
about each of Mamahuhu’s dishes, 
and several of them excel more than 
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just so-so too. When Jew named his 
restaurant, he meant for it to be “a 
little self-deprecating” amid high ex- 
pectations. “It’s like you're doing really 
good — but keep going,” Jew tells SF 
Weekly. 

“We want to be really serious about 
the food but we want it to be casual,” 
Jew says. “We want people to feel like 
it’s a neighborhood restaurant.” The 
interior of Mamahuhu is painted or

tiled pink, white, and emerald green, 
and features whimsical horse and tiger 
illustrations — a nod to Mamahuhu’s 
name. (“Ma’” is taken from the word for 
horse, “hu” is taken from the word for 
tiger.) Arched windows give customers 
a glimpse into the kitchen behind the 
counter, where customers order their 
food before finding a place to sit in the 
small restaurant space, which boasts a 
surprising amount of first-come, first-

serve, tables. 

The way to go at Mamahuhu is to 
order a combo plate ($15) if you’re not 
eating family style. It features sweet 
and sour chicken, jasmine rice, 
wok-cooked vegetables, and you can 
add upgrades or additional side dishes. 
Definitely opt for the jade fried rice (an 
extra $3), a delicious combination of 
savory bits of Niman Ranch pork and 
wild shrimp. The supreme broth (an 
extra $5) is also a good move. It’s rich, 
but its main flavor is sweetness: chick- 
en bones, ham, cod, ginger, and leeks 
simmer overnight. The main course in 
this combo dish is, of course, the sweet 
and sour chicken, which manages to 
avoid cloying sweetness with a honey 
and hawthorn flavored rice-battering. 
It’s served with charred pineapple and 
peppers, and ordered as a main dish 
($17) at a counter-service restaurant, 
is a bit pricey. 

“If someone thinks it’s expensive, 

I can't tell them it’s not,” Jew says. He 
tried to keep the price points under 
$20, and justifies their value with the 
ingredients — Mamahuhtu tries to 
source their vegetables from organ- 
ic, local farms, and prioritizes high 
quality meats. It’s a choice that comes 
across more vividly in some dishes (the 
sweet and sour chicken’s free-range 
chicken is delicious) but less so in 
others. For example, the mushroom 
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mapo tofu ($15) really just tastes like 
your standard mapo tofu, with a good 
amount of kick in it. It’s up to you to 
decide whether or not it’s worth the 
somewhat higher price, but if you do 
opt for this dish, definitely order a 
bowl of rice to go with it to soak up all 
the sauce. 

Mamahuhu only has one dessert 
option, but it’s a really good one. The 
Chop Suey Sundae ($7) is a toast- 
ed rice soft-serve made of soy milk, 
topped with jasmine tea jelly, black ses- 
ame sago, and an almond cookie. I’ve 
always shied away from almond cook- 
ies in the past because they tend to be 
a bit dry, but paired with the lightly 
sweet soft-serve, it’s perfect textural- 
ly. It’s also hard to not love sago and 
black sesame — putting them together 
makes for a wonderful, nutty topping. 
If ice cream isn’t your thing but you 
still want something sweet, order their 
snow jasmine tea soda ($5), a fizzy, 
syrup-sweet drink. Mamahuhu also 
serves beer and wine. Crowds pending, 
Jew’s latest restaurant gives Chi- 
nese-American takeout the attention 
and intent it deserves.

(It begins, “It’s sexy to eat plant- 
based.”) Still, Wildseed’s paeans to 
its own transferable awesomeness

Just as streaming services have 
reinvigorated the cinematic “dump 
months” with lots of new releases, it 
is now possible to make January and 
February appear like prime pages of 
the dining-out calendar. On a menu 
page devoted to what’s “in season 
this January,” kabocha squash and 
hedgehog mushrooms not only share 
space with the usuals (citrus, greens, 
persimmons) but give them the pomp 
of a Star Wars opening crawl. 

That menu belongs to Wildseed, 
the hyperlocal mega-chain Back of 
the House Inc.’s first plant-based 
restaurant. A replacement for the 
beery, convivial, Antwerp-heavy 
offerings at Belga, it became an 
immediate Cow Hollow institution, 
with crowds of people self-consciously 
jockeying in line well before 11 a.m. on 
weekends. 

Compared to the word “vegan,” 


hang whatever you like: guilt over the 
number of animals who’ve died for 
your dinners, an apocalyptic caution 
about humanity’s impending collision 
with the end of everything delicious, 
an optimistic reckoning with how 
meals can still be pleasurable after this 
era of unsustainable superabundance 
is over, or pseudo-scientific panic 
about vaguely defined toxins sapping 
our precious wellness. The only veg- 
adjacent thing it isn’t is an abstemious 
return to punitive 1970s crypto-foods 
like carob. 

But you knew that. Overall, 
Wildseed feels like dining in the future 
(or Santa Monica). It undoubtedly 
benefits from the rise of Impossible 
Foods and Beyond Foods, but even 
more so from the democratization 
of fine dining’s decentering of meat, 
something chefs like Dominique Crenn 
have pursued over the last couple 
years. Only a few years ago, vegan 
restaurants crammed ingredients 
together in desperate-seeming 
attempts to appear less punitive, and 
the result was often less than the 
sum of its parts. Wildseed is chill and 
confident. 

This is 2020, so there’s going 


aren't as smug as, say, Mixt’s, and 

the preachiness quotient is near zero. 
Chef Blair Warsham worked hard with 
nutritionist Alexandra Rothwell Kelly 
to sidestep aimless trend-grasping 

to create something more reassuring 
than experimental. There’s a reason 
Wildseed is on Union Street and not 
Divisadero, but it’s more for just the 
kombuch-oisie. 

It’s got a killer brunch, too, 
including salads you might actually 
want to eat after a night out. A 
gorgeous carrot lox tartine — more 
Kantine than Tartine Bakery, to be 
sure — arrives with curls of carrot 
around little flavor-grenade cherry 
tomatoes on a dense brown bread 
spread with vegan bagel toppings. It 
looks like an orange eight-dot domino. 
That Just Egg and Beyond Sausage 
make a good omelet when you put 
enough mushrooms, kale, and tomato 
sauce on it is probably not surprising, 
although the companion potatoes were 
perfectly cooked. Apart from omelet’s 
orphaned toast, brunch’s only error 
was the profound stinginess of the 
apples on the Swedish-style pancakes.

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alluringly vile black, and ultra-sour 
besides — there are a number of 
creative, well-presented, and well- 
thought-out dishes like a beet poke 
with plenty of avocado and garlic- 
seaweed crackers that could almost be 
plant-based chicharrones, or a rigatoni 
bolognese that climbed to the summit 
of Mt. Heartiness and sneered at its 
fallen, meat-less competitors below. “I 
can do this plant-based thing!” you are 
meant to think, if you don't already. 

Wildseed has a number of things 
going for it, the first of which is the 
space itself. I remember feeling this 
way every time I walked into Belga, 
which had good flow even when it 
was packed. It may be one of San 
Francisco’s best laid-out restaurants, 
with a semi-private back room, well- 
separated seating sections, a generous 
communal table by the bar, and 
outdoor seats aplenty. Although the 
restrooms are a floor below, there’s 
even an elevator. 

Second only to Beretta, Back of 
the House’s first — and, arguably, 
best-loved — endeavor, Wildseed 
recaptures the mood of why eating 
out is still preferable to ordering from 
UberEats. Lauren Fitzgerald’s cocktails 
do some heavy lifting there — 
particularly the Aquafaba Sour, whose 
legume water is shaken to a foam toa

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notch below a Ramos Gin Fizz, and the 
Earth Wood & Flower, which balances 
scotch and oloroso sherry with 
maple-y candy cap mushrooms. 

Wildseed also continues the Back 
of the House tradition of putting 
restaurant over kitchen, by which 
I mean the well-oiled experience of 
dining there is what you'll remember 
more than any one standout dish. 

If anything, mushrooms are this 
restaurant’s spinal column this winter, 
popping up in a ceviche, a donburi 
bowl, and elsewhere, here flirting with 
a textural resemblance to meat, there 
imparting everything around them 
with earthiness. Since entomophagy 
seems to have fizzled out as a scalable 
replacement for terrestrial meats, 
maybe we'll all be eating fungi instead 
of ground-up crickets. 

I keep coming back to that donburi 
bowl, something most people could 
reproduce a reasonable facsimile of at 
home. While Id prefer we retire the 
prefix “super-” when talking about 
food (in this case, the grains) it’s 
comforting and attractive, something 
youd want to be seen eating to hold 
yourself accountable to a wellness 
regimen. That’s not a snide criticism; 
it’s axiomatic that comfy denizens 
of the Global North need to scale 
back drastically if Homo sapiens is 
gonna make it. But while “Everything

Laughing Together with Donburi” is 
better than “Women Laughing Alone 
with Salad,” I really wish Wildseed took 
greater pains to educate its patrons on 
the carbon-intensiveness of its dishes. 
What is the optimal winter dinner 
Warsham can make that doesn’t spew 
tons of greenhouse gases into the | 
atmosphere? I am genuinely curious. | 

Adriano Paganini and his huge 
operation have slowed their rate of 
expansion considerably since 2016-17, 
when new concepts popped up on the 
regular. But the closure of Belga, which 
was an excellent restaurant — its fries 
are still on the menu, plant-based yet 
giddily unhealthy — shows a kill-your- 
darlings willingness to change. My 
prediction? Wildseed is a great idea 
that’s going to feel almost unbelievably 
ordinary five years from now.
